Ashes Shipped Here By Express snd
Buried in Prospect Yesterday.

Washington Rhoads, who resided
in Reynoldsville over a ball century
Ago, an unele Jf'.]err'jr Heokmuan, Crant
Rhoads, mand several other citlzens,
died at, Santa Cruz, Cal., July 8, The
body was cremated and the ashes were
shipped to Reynoldsville by Adams
Express to Jerry Heckman, and yester-
day the little hox coniaining the nshes
wis placed o the grave of Mr. Rhoad's
mother In Prospect cemetery. This
waa Mr. Rhoad's request before he died.
Tne box In which ashes were shipped
wis copper and it was ipside of a
wooden box. T'he box was 6 Inches
loog, 6 Inches wide and 4 inches desp.
From the Santa Oruz Swif of July Y,
1908, we clip the followlng sketeh of
Mr. Rhoad's 1ife:

Washington Khoads, an old and re-
spected cltizen of Santa Crug, passed
away July &, baving lived here twenty-
four years the 4th of this month, He
came 1o California firgt In 1854, When
the wur broke out he went to Pannayl-
vanis, his pative atate, and enlisted
in Co. H, 106th Pennsylvania Volun-
teors. He served three years, and was
badly wounded st Gettysburg, He was
discharged at |Philadelphia Hospltal
and came back to California alter the
war, followiog prospectiog, mining and
farmiog in different parts of the state.
July 3, 1885, he camped seven miles out
from Capitols, where two Inchea of
snow fell durlog the night, July 4,
18856, he came here, whera has lived
ever gloce. He lived s retired life,
respected by all who knew him.
